Om^iA, Neb., Nov, 10.—For th e first 
ttme stnoe th e great railroad strike 
of 1888, th e locomotive engineers of 
th e Bmrltngton railroad are now to be 
tmionized, and th ey h ave been recog­ 
nized and dealt with by th e company 
as an organization and members of 
th e nnion. 
Th e contract takes effect on Novem­ 
ber 15. and, wh ile th ere Is no increase 
in wages, th e broth erh ood h as won a 
Sreat victory in securing recognition 
from th e railroad, wh ich fough t th em 
th rough one of th e worst strikes in 
th e h istory of th e organization, and 
llred every union engineer on th e sy s­ 
tem. 
Discnssing th e agreement, one of 
th e leading union men said: 
**Wh en th e organization of th e engi­ 
neers on th e road began, th ere was a 
disposition on th e part of minor ofiEi- 
cials to block th e plan, but someth ing 
from h igh er circles soon cooled th eir 
ardor, and th e men learned th ere will 
be no objection to organization. 
Nearly every engineer on th e lines 
west of th e Missouri belongs to th e 
imion. Th e agreement does not bring 
an Increase in wages. Th ere h as been 
a readjustment of th e sch edule, but 
th e men as a rule will not be benefit­ 
ed by th e new order, except th at h ere­ 
after th e road will deal with th em in 
m body . Th ere was no intimidation or 
th reat made in securing th e contract 
with th e road.”

On th e base of th e monument is 
th is inscription: “Man is not created, 
but is evoluted; God did not make 
man, but man did fnake th e gods.” 
Asked as to wh y h e pnt up th e struc­ 
ture, h e said: 
“Isn’t it as good as any th ing else in 
th e way or an ornament? Would y ou 
h ave me put th e statue of a saint np 
th ere? He is my friend," declared th e 


old man, pointing to th e statue. 
“ He 
spoke th e first and last truth . I do 
not believe a word In th e Jbible. It is 
a pack of lies from beginning to end» 
but Old Nick tells th e truth .” 
Th e monument is quite an elaborate 
affair, about 14 feet in h eigh t from 
its foundation to its crown. Satan is 
sh own in stooping posture beh ind a 
pulpit. 
His infernal majesty is looking over 
th e landscape with a fiendish idare» 
with h is h orns protruding from th e 
side of h is h ead. Carved in th e stone, 
directly in front, is th e big, ugly fork 
with wh ich h e Is supposed to ^ od 
sinners in th e fire. 
Around th e neck of th e statue wh en 
it was unveiled was a ribbon of UnL 
ted States flags. Menz explained th is 
by say ing it is a Yankee devil. 
Menz was born in Germany , but h as 
lived in Detroit twenty -one y ears.

Blessed T rin l^ outside Belgrade, ran 
a sword through the b ody of the faith- 
fill watchdog, and was ab out to force 
his way Into the heart of the convent 
when the mother superior confronted 
him, and offered him the alternative 
of leaving the place or causing her 
death. 
Only once did the young man meet 


with effective reb uke from the king. 
That wkB when he drove four Umes in 
one afternoon to the door of an opera 
singer, and, rising 
in his carriage, 
made elab orate b qws, to the mingled 
amusement and disgust of the onlook­ 
ers. 
This was too much for the sturdy 
old monarch, 
who 
summoned the 
young reprob ate to the royal presence, 
and larruped him soundly with a strap. 
The Ehiglish in Belgrade have dub b ed 
him “His Highness, 
the Hooligan,” 
and Servians do not hesitate to declare 
that he will never b e permitted to as­ 
cend the throne. Meanwhile he seems 
to b e making most of his valuab le 
time.
